‘“Those  who  do  not  treasure  up  the  mrnwmj 
of  their  ancestors  do  not  deserve  to  hr  remem¬ 
bered  bn  their  posteritp" — Edmund  Hurler. 


Our  ancestors  came  to  America  from  Switzerland  and  settled  in  Lan¬ 
caster  County.  They  were  followers  of  Menno,  who  was  born  in  West 
Friesland  in  1496.  Educated  a  priest,  like  Luther,  he  renounced  the 
popery  and  formed  a  new  sect  known  as  Mennonites.  Among-  the  funda¬ 
mental  teachings  of  Menno  was  opposition  to  war,  disbelief  in  infant 
baptism,  abstension  from  profanity,  non-participation  in  civil  govern¬ 
ment,  and  the  practice  of  rigid  simplicity  and  stout  self-denial.  The 
holy  Christian  life  in  opposition  to  woridliness  was  the  point  whence 
Menno  proceeded  and  to  which  he  always  returned. 

The  early  history  of  the  Swiss  Brethren  or  Mennonites  is  a  story  of 
frightful  persecutions  endured  with  rare  and  heroic  fortitude.  Menno 
himself,  during  the  greater  part  of  his  ministry,  went  about  with  a 
price  upon  his  head. 

In  1681  Charles  II  of  England  granted  William  Penn  a  great  tract 
of  land  in  the  New  World.  Penn,  the  Quaker,  opened  an  asylum  to 
the  oppressed,  and  about  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century  the 
Mennonite  immigration  to  Lancaster  County  began. 

One  of  the  characteristics  of  Mennonites  is  their  instinct  for  fine 
lands.  They  are  the  most  thorough  and  patient  farmers.  The  fame  of 
Lancaster  County  as  an  agricultural  district  is  largely  due  to  them.  The 
highly  cultivated  land,  the  substantial  stone  houses  and  bams,  large  and 
excellent  orchards  and  the  best  of  cattle  is  characteristic.  Many  of  the 
finest  farms  in  York  and  Adams  counties  and  in  the  Cumberland  and 
Shenandoah  valleys,  to  which  the  Mennonites  spread,  are  owned  by  them. 

E.  K.  Martin  in  his  chapter  in  “Mennonites  of  Lancaster  Conference,” 
published  by  Mennonite  Publishing  House,  pays  this  tribute:  “Nothing 
can  be  purer  an,d  gentler  than  the  inner  motives  of  Mennonism.  Their 
visible  peculiarities  of  dress,  which,  alter  all,  are  as  harmless  as  they 
are  meaningless  when  compared  with  that  in  them  which  is  invisible, 
their  strong  Christian  natures,  earnest  piety,  deep  devotion  to  principle, 
their  unswerving  fidelity  to  truth,  their  Ciiristian  conduct  m  secular  af¬ 
fairs,  their  godliness  in  everyday  life,  and  their  charity  that  vaunteth 
not  itself.” 
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Our  first  known  forebear  is  John  Hostetter,  bom  in  Lancaster  County 
in  1791.  He  came  to  Adams  County  about  1810,  following  his  elder 
brother  Ulrich,  and  located  in  Union  Township,  where  he  purchased  a 
farm.  This  farm  of  about  200  acres  he  operated  profitably  and,  although 
later  divided,  is  still  in  the  Hostetter  name. 

In  1845  he  donated  the  ground  upon  which  the  first  meeting-house, 
which  still  bears  his  name,  was  erected  the  same  year.  He  also  built  the 
first  schoolhouse  in  the  vicinity  and  opened  it  to  all  denominations.  John 
Hostetter  was  the  second  resident  bishop.  He  died  October  5,  1866,  aged 
75  years,  and  his  funeral  services  were  conducted  by  two  preachers  from 
Lancaster  County:  John  Landis,  of  Petersburg,  in  German;  and 
Jacob  Andrews,  of  Strasburg,  in  English. 

There  are  three  Mennonite  meetinghouses  in  this  'vicinity.  Bairs, 
located  three  miles  east  of  Hanover  on  the  York  Road,  was  first  erected 
in  1774.  Th  twelve  acres  land  was  sold  by  the  Proprietary  government 
of  John  and  Thomas  Penn  to  Michael  Danner,  in  trust  for  the  use  of 
the  Mennonite  Church  of  that  community,  for  the  sum  of  six  pounds. 
In  1845  Hostetter’s  meetinghouse  was  built  in  Union  Township,  Adams 
County.  It  was  used  54  years  when  the  present  edifice  was  erected  and 
opened.  August  6,  1899.  In  1870  the  Hanover  meetinghouse  was  built  on 
Broadway,  which  was  replaced  by  a  larger  brick  building  in  1881.  Many 
of  cur  ancestors  are  interred  in  the  burial  grounds  of  these  meeting¬ 
houses. 

Abraham  Hostetter  was  ordained  as  a  minister  in  this  district  about 
1860,  serving  the  congregation  eight  years  until  his  death  in  1868.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  ministerial  board  with  his  father,  Bishop  John 
Hostetter,  for  six  years.  He  acted  independently  and  courageously  on 
occasion,  notably  when  he  voted  for  Abraham  Lincoln  for  President  in 
1860  and  when  he  befriended  Union  soldierb  at  the  time  of  the  Battle 
of  Gettysburg. 

Jacob  K.  Hostetter,  another  son  of  Bishop  John  Hostetter,  was  or¬ 
dained  in  1881.  During  the  nineties  he  with  his  family  resided  in  Lan¬ 
caster  County,  where  he  preached  for  the  Weaverland  Conference.  His 
last  years  were  spent  in  his  old  home  in  the  York- Adams  district. 

In  the  attached  compilation  the  writer  has!  had  the  valuable  as¬ 
sistance  of  “Uncle  Jake”  Hostetter.  beloved  patriarch  of  the  family,  :n 
whose  honor  the  genealogy  is  issued,  the  occasion  being  his  eighty-fifth 
birthday.  Jacob  H.  Hostetter  is  a  worthy  son  of  his  fathers,  faithful  to 
their  belief,  a  kin.div  gentleman  whose  sterling  character  and  fine  quali¬ 
ties  of  heart  and  mind  are  admired  by  all  who  know  him. 

A  copy  of  our  family  tree  is  available  for  each  person  whose  name 
appears  thereon.  Every  effort  was  made  to  have  it  accurate  and  com¬ 
plete,  but  if  there  are  any  errors  or  omissions  pardon  is  asked.  A  copy 
has  been  placed  in  the  Hanover  Public  Library  as  a  permanent  record.
